LONDON, 
Sep ti ll._( A P ) — 
Prime Minister Winston Church­ 
ill broadcast a warning to his 
fortress nation today that Adolf 
H itler’s long p rojected attem p t 
a t invasion ap p ears to be at hand 
and that the next week may be 
the most critical 
in England’s 
history. 
The Germans already are mov­ 
ing self-p rop elled barges and con­ 
voys of larger ship s from north- 
. ern p orts to the whole French 
coast he said, slip p ing along from 
p ort to p ort under the p rotec­ 
tion of German coastal batteries. 
The attack, he warned, may be 
made on England, Scotland or 
even Ireland, with forces concen­ 
trated as far north as Norway. 
Britains Beady 
But Britain is ready, he said, 
p raising the air force, the navy 
and the land army. 
“This is the time for every one 
to stand, to hold firm, as they 
are doing,” Churchill said. 
Then as he sp oice of “these 
cruel, 
wanton, 
indiscriminate 
• bombings Of London,” as a “p art 
of Hitler’s 
invasion 
p lan,” 
the 
p rime minister continued: 
“This wicked man, the embodi­ 
ment of many forms of hatred, 
this monstrous p roduct of former 
wrongs and shame, is now resolv­ 
ed to try to break our famous 
island race by a p rocess of in­ 
discriminate 
slaughter 
and 
de­ 
struction. 
Fight for Freedom 
“What he has done is to kindle 
a fire in British hearts, here and 
all over the world, which will 
glow long after all trace of the 
conflagration he has caused in 
London have been removed. 
“He has lighted a fire which 
will burn with a steady and con­ 
suming flame until the last ves­ 
tiges of Nazi tyranny have been 
burnt out of Europ e, and until 
the old world and the new can 
join hands to rebuild the temp les 
of man’s freedom and man’s hon­ 
or up on foundations which will 
not soon 
or 
easily be over­ 
thrown.”
